Sec.  X.  Be  it  farther  ordained. 
'WVt  'the  furplus  or  lofs  of  ground  in 
cWilvfc^uare  of  lots,  fliall  be  cijually 
divided  between  the  lots  ot  laid 
Square. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained. 
*l'hat  the  afleffors  fliall,  at  the  time 
they  make  their  alTcflinent,  leave  at 
the  houfe  of  eacli  perfon  whofe  pro- 
pertv’they  alfefs,  a llatemer.t  in  wri- 
ting, of  the  valuation  of  faid  pro- 
perty, in  order  tint  they  may  have 
an  opportunity,  if  aggrieved,  to  ap- 
peal to  the  board. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained. 
That  twelve  feet  be  allowed  for  a 
foot  pavem^^it  in  main  and  crofs 
ftreets,'H*ilten  feet  in  each  of  the 
other  ftreets  in  the  town,  giving 
each  lot  holder  liberty  to  encloft 
with  polls  and  one  rail,  their  refpec- 
tive  fronts,  taking  care  to  leave  room 
oppofite  to  each  lot  for  foot  paflen- 
ger»  to  'pafs  off  faid  pavement  into 
the  ftreets. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordaiiled. 
That  that  part  of  Water-ftreet,  be- 
low Crofs-ftreet,  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpofe  of  fliewingftud  hoif- 
«6,  agreeably  to  a lawpafl'ed  the  21ft 
of  December  1793,  for  the  better 
regulating  this  town. 

Sec.  0.  Be  it  further  ordained. 
That  aClions  of  trefpafs  be  brought 
tigainft  any  perfon  or  perfons,  who 
fliall  remove  the  foil,  gravel  or  clay, 
(without  leave  from  the  truftees,) 
from  the  ftreets  or  public  ground 
within  the  limits  of  this  town. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  ordained. 
That  it  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
of  the  market,  to  enforce  the  regu 
lati^9|ufpe<Sling  the  fame,  (viz  :) 
feizekl^nwholeforie  provifions  of- 
fcred!%or  fale  at  the  market-houfe, 
as  w'ell  as  fuch  as  fliall  not  be  found 
■weight  or  meafurc,  agreeably  to  the 
ftandard  of  this  town,  and  difpofe 
of  the  fame  as  follows,  (that  is  to 
fay)  fell  fuch  as  are  under  weightjor 
meafure,  and  the  nett  proceeds  pay 
into  the  hands  of  the  treafurer  of 
the  board,  which  he  fliall  regularly 
enter  in  a book,  to  be  by  him  pro- 
ided  and  kept  for  that  purpofe  ; and 
uch  as  are  unwholefome,  if  condem- 
cd  by  two  refpedlablc  citizens, who 
he  is  authorifed  to  call  on  for  that 
purpofe,  fliall  under  his  dire6lion  be 
burnt  at  the  expenfe  of  the  owner. 
It  fliall  be  his  duty,  fafely  to  keep  the 
different  weights  and  ineafures  de- 
pofited  with  him  by  the  truftees  as 
ftandards.  It  fliall  be  his  duty  to 
have  removed  from  the  market- 
houfe,  all  filth,  and  twice  a week  at 
leal!  to  have  the  fame  cleaned  and 
wept.  It  fliall  be  his  duty  to  give 
oper  attention  to  all  perfons  bring- 
ing to  him  weights  and  meafures  for 
examination  and  marking  ; for  fuch 
attention  and  his  fees,  he  fliall  be 
entitled  to  demand,  for  each  half 
hufliel,  biifliel  or  peck,  for  adjiifting 
and  ftamping  the  fame,  one  ftiilling 
and  fixpence  : for  every  leffer  niea- 
I’ure  fix  pence  ; for  every  yard  (lick 
nine  pence ; for  every  fet  of  weights 
from  four  pounds  down,  one  fliilling 
and  fix  pence:  for  every  Angle  weight 
three  pence  : provided  the  weights 
and  meafures  be  fufficiently  large 
when  brought  to  him  ; and  all  fuch 
weights  and  meafures  as  are  corre6l, 
and  brought  to  him  for  ftamping  on- 
ly, fliall  by  him  be  ftamped  at  half 
the  prices  herein  affixed.  It  fliall 
likewife  be  his  duty,  at  leaft  three 
times  a year  and  at  fuch  other  times 
as  fliall  be  deenied  neceflary,  to  ex- 
amine all  Weights  and  meafures  ufed 
within  the  town,  andadjuftand  ftamp 
the  fame  ; and  f6r  every  weight  and 
meafure  fo  adjufteJ  and  ftamped,  he 
fliall  be  entitled  to  the  fees  herein 
before  mentioned.  And  every 
weight  or  mealure  which  fliall  be 
ufed  for  the  purpofe  r*f  vending  any 
article,  that  is  not  fo  ftamped,  Hull 
he  forfeited,  and  the  owner  lined, 
in  a fum  not  lefs  than  one  nor  more 
tlian  three  dollars,  one  half  of  whicli 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  ufe  of  the 
town,  aiidihe  remainder  to  the  clerk 
of  the  market.  The  days  of  market 
are  hereby  fixed  on  VVednefdays  and 
Saturdays  in  every  week  : on  thofe 
days  no  perfon  or  perlhns  fliall  retail 
any  provifions  out  of  the  market 
houfe  and  within  the  town,  before 
ten  o’clock,  under  the  penalty  of 
three  dollars.

Be  it  further  ordai 
That  the  foot  pavements  fliall 
fwept  and  waflied  on  every  Satur- 
day, from  the  firft  day  of  April  until 
the  firft  day  of  Odober  in  every 
year ; and  every  owner  or  occupier 
ofa  lot  within  the  limits  in  which 
footways  are  ordered  to  be  paved, 
failing  to  comply  with  this  ordi- 
nance, fliall  for  every  fuch  offence 
forfeit  and  pay  one  dollar.  ^ 

Sec.  16.  Beit  further  ordatn^ 
That  any  perfon  who  fliall  light,  or 
keep  a fire  on  any  public  ground 
within  the  limits  of  this  town,  fliall 
for  every  fuch  offence  forfeit  and 
pay  three  dollars. 

Sec.  17.  Be  it  further  ordained. 
That  it  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
of  this  board,  to  bring  fuits  in  behalf 
of  the  Truftees,  againll  all  perfons 
fliewing  ftud  horfes  out  of  the  bounds

AN  ACT 

For  eftablifliing  Rules  .and  Articles 
fertile  Government  of  the  Armies 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  I.  BE  it  enacted  hy  the  Se- 
nate and  House  of  Rcjtresentaiivcs  of 
the  Vnied  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled.  That  from  and  after 
the  pafiing  of  tiiis  act,  the  follo-.ving 
(liall  be  the  rules  and  articles  by 
which  the  armies  of  the  United 
States  fliall  be  governed  : 

Article  I.  Every  officer  now  in 
the  army  of  the  United  States, fliall, 
in  fix  months  from  the  paffmg  of  this 
and  every  officer  who  fliall 
after  be  appointed,  fliall  before 
he'lnters  on  the  duties  of  his  offi*e, 
lubferibe  thcTe  rules  and  regulatiti^s. 

Article  2.  It  is  eariieftly  recom- 
mended to  all  officers  and  foldicrs 
diligently  to  atterd  divine  fervice  ; 
and  all  officers  who  fliall  behave  in- 
decently or  irreverently  at  any  place 
of  divine  worfliip  fliall,  if  commif- 
fioned  officers,  be  brought  before  a 
general  court  martial,  there  to  be 
publicly  and  feverely  reprimanded 
by  the  prelident  ; if  non-commif- 
fioned  officers  or  foldiers,  every  per- 
I'on  fo  offending  fliall,  forhisfirft  of- 
fence, forfeit  one  sixth  of  a dollar, 
to  be  deducled  out  of  his  next  pay 
for  the  fecond  offence,  he  fliall  n 
only  forfeit  a like  fum,  but  be  eo 
fined  twenty-four  hours  ; and  for 
very  like  offence  fliall  fuffer  and  pay 
in  like  manner;  which  money,  fo 
forfeited,  fliall  be  applied  by  the  cap- 
tain or  feiiior  ollicer  of  the  trooXo^ 
company  to  the  ufe  of  the  fick  ft 
diers  of  the  companj  or  troop 
which  the  offender  belortgs. 

Article  3.  Any  non  commifiion-

By  thefe  it  appears,  tliiit  ihe  kingdom 
of  Naples  has  been  compelled,  alter  a 
feeble  and  ineffeaual  lliiiggle,  to  i'lib- 
niil  to  the  yoke  of  t rance  ; that  the 
prince  jofeph  Bonaparte  had  entercathc 
tleapolitan  dominions,  and  been  pro- 
claimed fovereign  tbereof.
